Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is responsive to tine amendments and remarl<s received 5 February 
2010. Claims 19 - 28, 30 - 39, 41 and 42 are currently pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 29 April 201 0 was filed 
after the mailing date of the non-final rejection on 27 November 2009. The submission 
is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. The rejections to claims 19 - 28, 30 - 39, 41 and 42 are hereby withdrawn in view 
of the amendments and remarks received 5 February 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 19 - 28, 30 - 39, 41 and 42 (now renumbered 1 - 22) are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not anticipate, nor does it suggest, the combination as now claimed in the newly

amended claims. Specifically, populating a first knowledge base with facial components 
and their respective body part classifications, determining a first set of body part 
classifications associated with the set of facial components and for each body part 
classification determining a subset of facial components that are associated with the 
body part classification, wherein the facial components in the subset represent a same 
body part classification of a same person at multiple viewpoints and determining a first 
body part classification that maximizes a probability that a person class of the subset of 
facial components is the first person. These elements in combination with the remaining 
components of the independent claims are not taught nor are they suggested by the 
prior art.
